RAILROADS UNITE 


ON PETITION FOR 


INCREASED RATES 


HOPE MEASURE WILL BE 
TREATED AS EMERGENCY; 


EFFECTIVE AT ONCB 


NEW YORK. June 12.—(/P)—The 
railroads of the nation stood Unit- 
ed today behind a decision to pe- 
tition 
the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission for a general increase 
in freight rates of 15 per cent. 
Representatives 
of 
Eastern, 


Western and Southern groups of 
roads 
who participated 
in 
the 
agreement reached yesterday said 
;he increase was designated to off- 
set some of the reductions 
in 
freight 
tariffs marts since 1921, 


and would bring an estimated in- 
crease in revenue of 10 per cent, 
or about $400,000,000. 
The petition was described 
as 
an emergency measure to meet a 
slump in rail revenue which has 
resulted in earnings falling to tne 
lowest level in a decade. 


The railroads hope to have their 


petition on file within a week and 
hope it will be 
treated 
as an 


emergency measure by the com- 
mission so «the increased rates may 
go into effect within three months. 


They will seek to have an order 
issued by the commission omit- 
ting the 90-day suspension clause, 
under which rate increases aro 
automatically suspended for that 
period. 
A general increase of 15 per 
cent was decided upon to make 
the question one of revenue rather 
than 
one involving 
individual 
rates to prevent long debate. 
Although the petition will be for 
a general increase, the roads do 
not intend, representatives said, 
:o Increase all 
rates 
by that 


amount. 


The first move toward making 
the application was made by rep- 
resentatives of Eastern and West- 
ern roads a week ago.

purpose, wlvch benefits both 
the public and producers, is 
!to secure for each 
person 
| with an interest in an oil 
ifield, a ratable share of the 
market outlet for that field 
and state. This reduces op- 
erating 
costs 
with 
conse- 


quent savings to oil com- 
panies and nurchasing pub- 
lic alike, and likewise does 
away with the waste that 
always results from uneco- 
nomic, unregulated compe- 
tition in developing natural 
resources. 


It is claimed that prora- 


tion in no way 
interferes 


with the natural free play 
of supply and demand in 
the control of price. 
The 


best illustration of this is 
•the tremendous decline in 
retail prices of gasoline oc- 
curring in' many states in 
the last few month's. One 
of the states where prices 
have taken a decisive drop 
—California—is likewise a 
state where proration is in 
effect in important pools. 


_ Proration is an effort to 


give all producers equality 
in a field and keep produc- 
tion of oil from going far 
beyond the point 
of 
con-' 


sumption. This amounts to 
a valuable public service— 
there is no room for waste; 
of valuable oil resources.
